sclous, intelligent, epiritual extstone:, 
surmundedl by vonditions for indefinity 
evolution and onfoying the oongental 
sawiety of former loval ones and of other 
kinds souls, Thus to live on, and on, 
forvwer advancing Caalwant yet never 
reaching Gal, sinew that would be the 
end of progress, It mems to me must bo 
the highest aspiration of every one whose 
innate spiritual nature ts allowed to 
arpani and oxontse ita due inflieuey in 
the elaracter.
